^  Uncovering  buried  context 

New  Orleans  Seminary  team  makes  huge  discovery  during  Israel  dig 


KARMEVDSEF,  Israel  (BP) -An  arehaK^ 
logical  dwcoveiy  by  a  New  Orieana  Semi- 
naiy  (NOBIS)  team  oo  June  12  w31  never 
be  on  display  in  a  museum,  but  it  is  as  sig¬ 
nificant  as  many  frun  the  Holy  Land. 

Th:  team,  under  the  diiwkian  of  die 
Center  fcr  Archaeological  Research  at  New 
Orleans  Seminary,  located  a  large  OM  sec¬ 
tion  in  a  cave  at  the  eastern  end  at  the  an¬ 
cient  water  syatem  at  Tel  Geeer  in  Israel. 

The  discoi^  maiks  a  imgor  milestone 
in  the  seminary  s  three-year  exploration  at 
Geaer  and  sets  the  stage  far  fiitiOT  research. 
The  brealdhrough  is  vdjable  in  under- 
stam&ig  the  cumml  context  in  which  the 
Bible  was  written. 

The  team  stiD  plans  to  locale  the  water 
source  for  the  syston  and  explore  the  entire 
cave,  seddng  a  possible  rear  exit  and  poS- 
teiy  evidence  to  help  date  its  conalniction 
inmhiredigB. 

The  dig  leadets  believe  the  rock-hewn 
water  nmnei  was  cot  by  the  Canaanite'oe- 
cupanls  of  Gexer  between  2000-1800  B.C., 
around  the  time  of  Abraham  Other  schol¬ 
ars  dtte  system  to  the  time  of  the  Di¬ 
vided  Kingdom  after  Solomon.

r^zu,B««un.,or  diaeologist  Perf 
Vincent  both 
looked  at  the 
cave  and  believed  it  was  ruitural.  ^e 
cave  was  only  open  a  short  time  during 
the  Macalister  excavation  before  a  tor¬ 
rential  rain  caused  a  retainii^  wall  to 
collapse,  sending  all  of  Macalister's  ex¬ 
cavated  dirt  ba^  down  into  the  watei 
system,  where  it  blocked  the  cave. 

The  NOBTS  team  was  the  first  to  see 
the  cavern  In  more  than  too  years.  Only 


a  few  people  have  ever  seen  the  cavern  in 
the  ^800  years. 

“This  find  v«ifies  Macahater,*  Warner 
said.  “Macalister  was  ri^  There  »  a  cav¬ 
ern  at  the  end  of  the  water  system.* 

Once  inside,  Warner  and  the  ether 
team  leaders  —  Jim  Parker  from  NOBIS 
and  Tsvika  Tsuk,  chief  archaeoloHist  for 
the  Israel  Nature  and  Parks  Authority  — 
were  able  to  confirm  that  the  cave  is  in 
deed  natural. 

“It's  a  cave,  not  a  carved  spa^.  Il's  .1 
natural  cave,*  said  Parker,  associate  pro 
feasor  of  biblical  interpretation  at  NOITIS 
and  the  dig  engiiieer. 

Parker  said  the  waoe  is  larger  than  Mu- 
calcAc-r  described.  Some  of  Ine  diffeienrv-s 
in  the  dimensions  iruy  be  sUnbuted  to 
the  various  roof  coUapara  since  Macalisti-r 
explored  the  csve.  The  roof  coilapm^  have 
aim  opened  more  of  the  cave. 

■Vife’re  able  to  see  a  part  of  the  cave  that 
Macalister  never  saw,  Parker  said.  Tbis 
leaves  the  possibility  that  there  is  aiarther 
entrance  (to  the  cave]  from  another  hx-a- 
tion  off  the  tel.'  A  tel  »  an  arrhrolo^-al 
mound  where  past  chilizatioas  have  built 
and  abandoned  structures. 

The  diacoveiy  came  just  tmt  days  after 
visits  by  .several  high-ranking  Israeli  au¬ 
thorities.  Reuven  Piresky,  head  of  tlw  Meri¬ 
ta^  Division  in  the  <ifnce  of  Israr^li  Priiiir 
Minister  Benjamin  Netanyahu,  and  Shiika 
Dorfrnan,  director-general  of  the  Israeli 
Antiquities  Authority  (lAA),  each  texinsi 
the  water  system  on  June  10.
